To preserve 


tho State Constitutions, as they were before seces- 
sion, not to overthrow them. Amnesty would be 
offered to iflbels on tlie simple condition of laying 
down their arais, and obeying tha Constitution 
and Laws. Slates could return to the Union by 


repealing their Secession Ordinances—and 


wl-cn tlmt is dono, all theii original rights guar- 
anu i-d to them. The freedom of speech and press 
—tiitil by jury, and habeas corpus, would be re- 
stored. A hundred thousand troops now domi- 
neering over northern democrats would be sent 
to the front—thus securing quiet here, aud ren- 
der tuoro drafts unnecessary. 
Our armies would 


be concentrated against armed rebels—und when 
driven out of one Slate, the people would be pro- 
tected, and allowed to ropoul thoir secession Or- 
dinance, insted of taking a negro-oath. This would 
soon end the war—if war should be at all 
snry. But war would not be necessary. As soon 
as such Proclamations were known in the South
